A DESP3EATE AITEMPr 

Of Four Hundred Convicts to Make 
thsir Esoape. 

From the Constitution. 

Bikiungham,. Ala.,. July 25.— r Spe- 
cial.] — A plot for the escape ofl'our 
hundred convicts at Pratt mines 
was discovered several days ago, 
but the prison officials kept the mat- 
ter so guiet that .the factSvOnly leak, 
ed out to-day. 

At slope No. 1, about tour of the 
seven hundred convicts are.confined, 
aud tiiere is .only one entrance into 
the mine at that place. It seems 
that one of the yeins or leads at 
this slope bas been worked until it 
was within a few huudred feet of 
the. surf ace on the other side of the 
mountain. Some of the older con- 
icts some time ago received a plan 
to dig out of the mine. Others 
were let into the plot, and .-the con- 
victs worked turns on their tunuel 
after -completing their day's task ol 
mming. The number infcathe plot 
was increased, until nearly all of 
the four hundred convicts working 
iu the .slope knew about -it, and aid- 
ed in tbe work. 

Last Saturday, itissaid, was the 
day set apart, to force tbe tunuel 
through t ue mountain and escape. 
After '/.lithe convicts had entered 
the fcjope that morning, the entrance 
was blocked oil the inside, and then 
they began to dig for liberty. The 
tunuel lacking only a Jew feet of 
completion, but the plot had been 
betrayed, and the guards were on 
the lookout. The obstruction at 
the mouth of-ihe slope was removed 
and the convicts were driven away 
from their -tunuel, and forced to re- 
turn to work. 

The ringleadeas were punished, 
andve-very precaution has been taken 
to prevent an- escape by the tunnel 
route. Only three months ago five 
convicts escaped from Coalburg 
mines, by tbe same means, and only 
two of them were recaptured.

Georgia School of Technology. 

According to a letter received by 
the CouDty School Commissioner 
requiring competitive examinations 
of applicants for places in Georgia's 
School of Technology, which has 
been established by act of the Leg- 
islature, in connection with the 
State University, Saturday Sept, 
1st 1888, is the day set apart for 
such examination. 

The following iaan extract of the 
law, and for other information, ap- 
ply to the School Commissioner. 

* * * "That their shall be one 
beneficiary for each Representative 
in the General assembly from every 
county in this State, selected by the 
Board of Education in each county 
on competitive examination, and 
who shall be first entitled to the 
benefits of said school; that the tu- 
ition in said school shall be free to 
all students who are residents of 
the Stajte of Georgia. The rates of that 
tuition to others than rsidents of 
the State shall not exceed one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per annum."

An Over Weight Cattses the Collapse at 
an Old Armory. 

Fron th© Constitution. 

New Yoek, Jt&Y 25.— Tbe old 
armory of the eleventh regiment at 
Elm and White street, has been 
used for commercial purposes fo* 
some years, although still own- 
ed by the city. The ground! 
was occupied by John Simmons 
iron pipe dealer, and tbe main ball 
by McWilliams printing company. 
The LoTell Manufactrring company 
of book printers and binders oc- 
cupied a wide gallery around the 
ball fifteen feet from the floor. 
In this gallery were five heavy fol- 
ding machines and tons upon tons 
of printed matter. The gallery was 
supported by wooden uprights rest- 
ing on the floor of the ball. Under 
this hung heavy iron pipes in steck. 
At 4'oclock to-day tbe double strain 
reached its breaking point and the 
northeast part of the gallery fe 1. 
The five folding machines carried 
down the floor. 

Six girls who had been working 
at the machines went bown with the 
wreck to the ground floor. One 
was killed instantly, two were pro- 
tected by debris which had formed 
an arch over them and were unhurt* ' 
others were more cr less injured, 
but none fatally. Over 200 women 
and girls were at work in the build- 
ing at the time. The cause of the 
accident was the overweight in the

I saw him last summer, working a 
third-class wire ia a Western city. In 
reply to my inquiry, the chief operator 
informed me that Finn had been given 
employment the day before. I met the 
old boy on the stairs later in the day, 
and he said, in a weak voice, "Yes, I 
am back here again, what there is left 
of me. My drinking days are over, and 
I am about over too." He certainly 
looked bad, and I said to myself, ''If 
consumption hasn't marked you for its 
own, your appearanco belies you." My 
gaze went wandering away from him as 
he said sadly, ' 'I can' t telegraph very 
well any more. My hand shakes, and 
it is like sawing wood for me to work a 
wire — even a way wire." Then he left 
me and pursued his way up stairs to the 
operating room. Old man Finn is not 
more than 55 years of age, but he has 
burned the candle at both ends, and his 
nervous system is fatally wrecked. Ho 
has fallen into a decline of late years, 
and there remains for him nothing, I 
fear, but the bitter dregs of existence. 
Away back in the sixties, when I was 
a mere lad, endeavoring to master the 
mysteries of telegraphy, Finn was in 
his prime. Ha was regarded as one of 
the finest telegraphers in the country, 
and at the time I first knew him he had 
just completed his 21st year. I doubt 
if many young men who have their way 
to make in the world, attain their ma- 
jority under fairer auspices than he did. 
Intelligent, fine-looking, and the master 
of a jrofession which at that time was 
counted as one of the fine arts, almost, 
he had, apparently, an enviable future 
before him. Indeed, if I had been told 
in those dear old days that I would 
eventually, reach what seemed in my 
boyish eyes a pianacle of glory — 3uch as 
ha occupied — I should have been more 
surprised and pleasod than I could be 
now over any prospect of future pros- 
perity short of a tight hold on Paradise^ 
Somebody has recently written a 
poem in which two tramps figure. One 
inquires on meeting the other if there 
is no shade troe near at hand, and the 
second replies, "Yes, a little further 
down the road." The writer elaborates 
this idea and says we are all tramps 
looking for a shade tree. In his view 
it is always farther down the road, and 
but few of us ever reach it. The idea 
is well enough but the view is too pes- 
simistic to please me. I believe, on the 
contrary, that we are rather liice. child- 
ren straying through a house in which 
there are many rooms of exquisite love- 
liness, each more beautiful than the pre- 
ceding one. Outside of the mansion 
we think we would be content if we 
could gain the hall, but once within we 
stray on and on, with thoughts intent 
upon the possibilities which lie beyond 
and little heeding the increasing beauty 
of our surroundings since we left the 
threshold. It is better that we should 
sometimes consider the point from 
which we started. The experiment is 
consoling at all events, and makes us 
philosophic and more contented with 
our social status. There are not many 
of us who have made the most of our 
opportunities, who cannot say with the 
Christian of old : "Oh, God, I have 
-much to be thankful for." 

Old man Finn has not so much to be 
thankful for as many, and that ha has 



thrown away his opportunities is t« my 
mind the chief reason therefor. In the 
curt vernacular of Americans, we often 
have the solution of a pioblem in one 
world. We hear of men in ou'r own 
and other professions who have extra- 
ordinary abilities,- kindly natures and 
many traits of character calculated to 
endear them to their acquaintance*. We 
are told, however, that they are at 
present "down in the world," "utterly 
Used up," &&, and when we inquire 
the cause, the ansWef comes with pain 
fill regularity in that direful mdaosyl- 
lable "Rum." Old ihan Finn's failure 
in life is also susceptible Cf explana- 
tion by the mention of that short sad 
word. I do not moan to preach a tem- 
perance sermoa. Ia writing a sketch, 
however; Of a man whom I have known 
and admired, and through whose kindly 
aid I was launched on a career which I 
hope I may be pardoned for considering 
a modestly useful one, it will be neces- 
sary to cite a few facta. These facts 
stand for themselves. If they preach 
anything I cannot help it 

How old memories come crowding 
upon mo as I recall a lovely Sunday in 
June so far away that I instinctively 
look in the mirror to see "if the young 
boy is getting to be an old boy,", and if 
"the hair is growing thin on the old 
boy's head!" I was early at the office 
that morning and was copying, with the 
idea of becoming an operator, the 
Morse alphabet from "Shaffaer's Man- 
ual." So engrossed was I with my 
work, and the difficulty I experienced 
in fixing my chubby finger3 around a 
pen so as to come within speaking dis- 
tance of making the characters conform 
to those in Shafiner, that I did not no- 
tice that somo one had entered. As I 
wa3 desperately struggling with the 
letter "J," and inwardly bewailing my 
lack of exportness with the pen, a voice 
which startled me at first, but which I 
recognized at once as Finn's, said: 
"Hop down off that stool, sonny, and 
I'll make you the alphabet." I quickly 
surrendered the task to the more expe- 
rienced fingers of the new comer, 
who had been looking over my shoulder, 
and I took my place on the messen- 
gers' bench. Piesently Finn handed 
me a blank on which the alphabet, nu- 
merals and the punctuation points were 
given, and below them he had written 
ia his own beautifully flowing chirogra- 
phy: "James Brady gave me his pretty 
black walnut box of quite small size." 
I bashfully expressed my thanks, but 
my heart was full enough of gratitude 
to have warranted something better 
than I said, had I been able to 
utterance to my feelings. After an- 
swering a call and taking several mes- 
sages, Finn started me out, saying as 
I went to deliver them, "You can 
practice on that sentence when you 
have learned to make the letters. It 
contains all the characters in the al- 
phabet." I have given that little story 
about Brady and the small black wal- 
nut box to many aspiring youngsters 
since then. I wonder if any of them 
ever prized it as highly as I did when it 
first became a part of my knowledge, 
and I wonder, too, if among that small 
band of youths, some of whom 
became operators, while others 
failed in that to suc- 

ceed afterward in other things, there is 
one who ever looked upon me as a half 
human, half divine personage, such as I 
regarded Finn. Probably not. But if 
there be one I am a much honored man, 
for nothing I can feel for a human be- 
ing will ever excel my enthusiasm for 
my old telegraphic hero. Even though 
I have seen him often of late years un- 
der circumstances, which, for the mo- 
ment, bereft him of all his old-time 
glory, still I go on remembering him— 
bright, dashing and handsomo, and am 
thankful that I can. Old man Fina is 
the stern reality to nearly all who know 
him now, but to me he is an abstraction 
merely — a reality which goes out of my 
mind, giving place to my hero of yore 
the moment he leaves my presence. 

Before he had gone far on his down- 
ward course I had become an operator, 
and worked by his side. I remember 
that in one of his exalted moods he took 
the color out of my existence for a 
month or more by a casual observation 
which I can never forget. Like many 
young operators, I fancied, long before 
I had perfected myself in my business, 
that I had solved the problem. I spoke 
in his presence to that effect one day, 
and he said, with that charming blunt- 
ness which is sometimes the result of an 
indulgence in stimulant : 

"You will become a decjnt operator, 
but you are, of course, a frightful plug 
now." It cut me like a knife, but I 
needed the lesson. Years afterward, 
when I had progressed as far in the tel- 
egraphic art as nature intended I should 
ever go, I looked back on those earlier 
vears and felt that Finn was right, I 



had finally been taught the bitter lesson 
which the great Newton confessed to 
have learned, and I felt that the little 
knowledge we acquire is valuable chief- 
ly as teaching us the density of our ig- 
£6ftta<Mi 

Finn's character had a humorous vein 
in it withaL His ability as a "re- 
ceiver" was the talk and wonder of the 
whole section in which he lived and 
wrought, fie' never broke, his work 
was accurate, and his penmanship mar- 
velous. One day an operate^ ^ n0 
copied press on the same wire, visited 
us, and asked George how he managed 
to receive report day after day without 
even breaking. Pointing to a primitive

'Itosy Hope to Do Away Witfe Ds-unfc 
enness and Do Other Good "Works. 

[From the Cleveland Leader.} 

A _ great deal of curiosity has been 

manifested in some Quarters recently 

concerning the object of the anti-treat- 

cieties organized in this 
Residents of Cleveland htfv8 

id three such Organizations, 
The fost is known as trie Cosmopolitan 
BeRevolent Association No. 1, the sec- 
p-jdas the Crarniania Charitable and 
Protective Association No. 2, and tl« 
third «s the Hungarian Chan 
Protective Association No. &. It has 
baen hinted that they Were organized 
for the purpose <df evading the Ower, 
law and to /eaabfole members to secure 
beer on Sdttday without fear of p.tthish- 
meat. To ascertain the truth in the 
xnattet a Leader reported visited several 
Members yesterday,, He encountered J, 
W. Sykora, Esq., one of the prime 
movers in th« incorporation of the as- 
sociation No. 1. Mi-. Sykora 'stated 
that 1 1 le intentions of the anti-treatinj 
societies, so-called, were far different 
"V\m what the* hvid been reported to be. 
In reply to a question whether it was 
their wish to evade the Owen laW v Mr. 
Sykora entered a vigorous denial. He 
••said; "Such is not ottt purpose at all. 
"We are really organized to prevent, as 
fcir as possible, the custom of treating. 
We believe that it is the curse of Amer- 
ica and England. Indeed, it is the very 
ion of all the evils arising from 
*h<\ use of liquor. Vary few men would 
ihecome drunkards were it not for ths 
evil of treating. Two men, for instance, 
go into a saloon, and one buys tha 
drinks. Then the other treats, and per- 
haps a third and fourth friend comes in 
xaean while, and before the party 
separates they have had four or fivu 
driuks apiece. If one man had gone in 
fee would perhaps have taken one glass 
of liquor, and then gone out. This 
treating, I tell you, has ruined many a 



'Each member pledges himself to re- 
train from treating any one else, and ta 
refuse to allow any one to treat him to ti 
drink of liquor. As you know, thre<j 
associations have (already been formed 
in this city, and it is expected they will 
be organized all over the State when 
their por noses are recognized." 

"Wliy do you call it charitable and 
benevolent? Do you pay benefits oi 
anything of that kind?" 
- "No, that is not our intention. Wo 
do expect, however, to found a home foi 
the treatment of drunkards. Drunken- 
ness, I believe, is a disease, and should 
be treated scientifically. To raise money 
for this purpose, we shall give enter 
tainments, and next winter we shall 
send a petition to the Legislature asking 
for the establishment of a retreat or an 
asylum for inebriates, for the same 
reason that the State provides for the in- 
sane, the idiotic, the blind, etc 

"tan do not intend to enforce tha 
principles of prohibition, do yon ?" 
, "Not at all. Our members are at per- 
fect liberty to drink as they please, a3 
long as they neither treat nor be treated. 
I for one don't believe in prohibition. U 
has been a failure ever since that firsb 
prohibition in the Garden of Eden, when 
the Lord commanded Eve not to eat the 
wppte. I believe that the evil of liquor 
Ije3 not in its use, but in its abuse. " 

"Do you propose to circulate litera- 
ture upon the subject of anti-treating?" 

"Certainly. It is our purpose to push 
the work as best we can. Of course, 
most of the members have not much 
money to spare, but every one can pay 
the quarter necessary for joining." 

"Are you regularly organized and do 
you have meetings?" 

"Yes, although, of course, our organi- 
zation is not yet perfected. We may 
meet on Sunday or ou some other day. 
If we chooso to meet on Sunday it is 
nobody's business. But I assure you 
that our purpose is honestly to endeavor 
to prevent, as far as we can, drunken- 
ness, and we believe that if we can stop 
treating we have in a large measure ac- 
complished our purpose. There are in 
our association, the Cosmopolitan, thir- 
ty-five members." 

"Are there anti-treating societies in 
other States similar to yours?" 

"I believe not. The idea originated 
with a few of us, who are the inoorpora- ' 
tors of tho association No. 1. There are , 
in other States asylums for drunkards 
like those we shall try to have established j 
in Ohio."

FLAKES OF GOLD, 

Means JeWeiers Adopt id Pre- 
serve Precious Particles. 

Valuable Auriferous Sweepings 
from Factory Floors. 

Gold and silver ovon la the most mi- 
nuts parliclea, explained a New York 
manufacturing jeweler to the Graphic, 
are worth extracting from such easily 
Worked material a3 tha ieluve or the 
floor of a chop, and no man ever thought 
of wasting this fbtsam and jetsam of 
his Iminess. Then he explained the 
intetesting processes by which, the sav- 
ing 13 effected. 

"Of course," ho said, "it is practi- 
cally impossible to BaVe all tlio gold 
that gota scattered; that is, some es- 
capes in ways that might perhaps be 
Etopped, h-ut it would cost more than 
the gold is worth to stop thorn. Every 
time you walk through a jewelry manu- 
factory you are likely to carry some 
gold away with you on your clothing or 
y<,ur shoes. I took off my shoes the 
other night, and noticing that they 
were worn I turned them over and 
looked at them. Stuck in tho bottom 
of one of tho heels was a little lump of 
gold, which I picked out with a, knife. 
A ccTlain amount of f^old, no doubt, is 
carried ofl in the clothing and shoes of 
the workmen, and no attempt is mide 
to save that. Eat in regard to tho floors 
and benches and tables it is different. 

"Yhu notice that you are standing on 
a peculiar flooring, do you not! It is 
comparatively a new practice to cover 
the floor with sheets ot tar rooriog. It 
is put down just like a carpet, for tho 
reason that it is easier and cheaper to 
turn it than to burn the floor. When 
I left a shop in Fulton street that I had 
occupied for sis years I burned the 
floor and got enough gold out of it to 
pay for a new floor, which I had to put 
down, and leave me $390 ia cash ce- 

"Tho sweepings and refuse of tho 
shop yield a very considerable amount, 
and ho do the washings. The dry dirt 
is ewept up two or three times a day and 
put into this stove." 

Here he opened the top of a "chow- 
der stove" and showed a pilo ready to 
1)3 burnod. The chowder stove is a 
contrivance with a small chamber for 
the fire underneath and a large com- 
partment above with no aperture un- 
der It. 

*'You see," he explained, "we build 
a fira underneath and burn it until the 
refuse catches fire. That will smoulder 
a long time, for there is no draught 
through the chamber, merely a pipe above 
it to allow lor the escape of the smoke. 
Finally it is reduced to ashes, and tho 
gold and silver can bo easily washed 
out of it. 

"With our waste water the process is 
different. Tho aprons and caps the 
workmen wear are washed over the 
6ame sink where they wash their faces 
and hands and any vcsael or tool that 
needs cleansing. The water Tuns into 
a barrel and then through pipes below 
tho water line into a second and & third 
barrel before it is allowed to escape. 
The object of running the pipes below 
the level of the water is to prevent tho 
minute flakes of gold from floating oft, 
for though th.-y wil float on top of the 
water, they will siak to tho bottom 
when they are drawn below tho surface. 
We throw a little qiriclclirno in from 
time to time, and that curdles all tho 
grease and soap so that it sinks to the 
bottom and tho water that runs off 
from the third barrel is as clear and 
bright as runs from tho faucet. The 
curd is taken out when enough is ac- 
cumulated, and the precious metals 
are washed out by usual methods. 

'The crucibles which wo u?e for 
melting gold are broken up aod thrown 
into an octagonal revolving chumbeT, 
in which is ako put a heavy iron cylind- 
rical bar. The chamber is tightly 
closed, a belt is attached to tho main 
shaft and the whole thing set whirling. 
In time tho crucibles ara ground into a 
powJer aa fl.ie as dust, and this powder 
is sold to the refiners, who treat it with 
| mercury. I used to do this work in the 
place, but I gave it up, for I don't like 
j to have mercury around. The fumes 
I are very unhealthy. 

"The gold that we get by these var- 
: iou? processes is of really the same fine- 
ness of the average of that we use ia 
the work. The first alloy is destroyed 
or partially destroyed, I sup nose, but 
enough alloy is gathered to nearly keep 
the standard," 



Paper Flowers. 

Paper flowers can be ntado sd natural 
that when put in proper places, they 
are not objectionable^ A. mass Of pond 
lilies, with their heavy green leaves 
and flexible stems laid under a mirror 
to bo reflected in it, are quite as effec- 
tive ia point ot beauty aa tha lovely 
o wneis themselves. A birch bark bas- 
ket of many hued pansies, with hero 
and there a saucy leaf, can be not only 
beautiful but odorous, by sprinkling 
orris root powder in cotton ia tho bot- 
tom of the basket. Snow balls with 
glossy foliage, when mounted on panels, 
are ornamental. A branch of dogwood 
in a dark corner is very effective and 
easily made. A jar of peonies (the roso 
scouted white one) can almost defy de- 
tection if a drop of oil of rose ba put 
in the cotton at the base of the pink 
aced vessels. 

Leaves of all sorts may be made of 
waste leather from saddleries or 
harness sh ps, and cost but a trill i. Tho 
outlines of the leaf should be marked 
with pencil; then gone over with soma 
sharp instrument to leave tho impress. 
Dip the leather in warm water. If 
thin, a moment will suffice; but if 
heavy, several minutes. Then, with a 
stout pah- of scissors or sharp knife, 
cut the leaf, always leaving the stem 
attached. With a round pointed in- 
strument, such as the head of a steel 
crochet hook, draw the veins in a 
natural manner, unless it be a rose loaf 
or something requiring fine, sharp lines. 
While the leaf is wot, pull, curl or roll 
It into a natural appearance (flat leaves 
are not natural), and put it to dry 
quickly near, but not in the mouth of 
an oven. "Wien dry paint with oil; if 
the leaves should be light, like those of 
soma hot houso roses, paint the leather 
white first. Pond lilies require very 
thick leather, so do magnolias, while 
quite thin leather is best for lose 
leaves, pansies, snow balls and dog- 
wood. Hyacinths and peonies may be 
cut from thicker leather. Rubber btems 
may be had at most paper flower de- 
pots, but the tubing sold at tho drug 
stores for infants' nursing bottles is 
excellent for pond lily stems, and thick 
leather may be cut and rolled to 
answer at leas expense. — [Good House, 
keeping. 

A Drill by Sightless Soldiers. 

Forty-five sightless boys went through 
the evolutions of company drill with all 
the precision of trained veterans recent- 
ly on the trimly-kept lawn attached to 
tho grounds of the blind asylum at 
Twentieth and Ptace streets. Thoy 
comprised the cadet corps attached to 
the institution. Tho boys carried 
dummy muskets and marched with 
perfect step. "By columns of fours," 
shouted Maj. W. King, the command- 
ant, and from single file the boys made 
the movement without a mistep. 
"Company front" was formed with 
equal perfection, and the wheels were 
made without a break. E.ieh boy kept 
his distance by placing one hand upon 
the shoulder of the boy just in front of 
him, and by this moans went through 
the drill with but oao mistake. Equal 
proficiency was shown in the manual 
of arms, the young soldiers handling 
their woodea muskets like West- Point- 
ers. — [Philadelphia Record. 

Novel Process of 3 nstice in Belgium. 
A curious stop has just been taken in 
the administration of justice to crimin- 
als ia Belgium. M. Lejenne, min- 
ister of justice, is the author of a 
law according to which criminals of a 
small typo will receive no punishment 
for the first offense. First offenders 
will be tried, lectured and sentenced 
hut the sentence will not bo carried out. 
If convicted a second time, however, 
the criminal will be treaied with the 
greatest severity, and in addition to 
serviag out the sentence meted out to 
him for his second crime, ha will un- 
dergo the punishment from which he 
was first let off. The law will release 
thousands o r King Leopold's subjects 
who are now ia j iiL It is believed it 
will have a wholesome effect in prevent- 
ing criminals from becoming hardened 
and repeating their wicked less through 
dread of sentence! behind them.

A Singular Growth, 

R. Compton, postmaster of Volo, 111.,

A FEATHER CLOAK. 

The Gorgeous Royal Mantle of 
the Sandwich Islands. , 

Its Manufacture Took a Century 
and Costa Million. 

The Washington Star describes the 
royal feather cloak from the Sandwich 
Islands that is spread out fan -shaped ia 
a case ia the National museum. This 
cloak is computed to have cost in labor 
$1, 000, 000, The native name for it is 
mams. In the days when n Hawaiian 
beau or belie wanted little clothing, but 
wanted that gorgeously colored, this 
cloak or mantle would have been con- 
sidered of mora value, sjithetically and 
intrinsically, than a shipload of Worth 
costumos, aid its happy possessor might 
tru!y be said to be in high fenthar. 
Since the natives have adopted 
wide trousers, lawn-tennis shirfs 
and four-in-hand ties, its value 
lies chiefly in the traditions that sur- 
round it. The mantle, which is semi- 
circular, is four feet long or deep, and 
it is 11 1-3 feet wide at the bottom and 
28 inches at tho top where it goes 
around tho neck. The entire outer sur- 
face is made of feathers of fine texture, 
giving tha whole the appearance oJ 
plush. The prevailing colors are red 
and yellow or orange. The body is 
decorated with large figures, crescont- 
ehaped, of cither red or yellow feathers. 
The upper and lateral borders are 
corded and decorated with alternate 
tufts of red, black and yellow feathers. 
A legend on a label states that this 
feather cloak formerly belonged to 
Kehuarkalani, one of the highest chiefs 
of the Sandwich Island*. After the 
abolition of idolatry ia 1819 that chief 
rebelled against tho reigning King and 
attempted to re-establish the ancient re- 
ligions. A sanguinary battle was fought 
and Kehuarkalani was slain, and this 
cloak, which he then had on, fell 
the hands of the conquerors, and thus 
be came the property of King Kame 
hameha, by whom it was presented to 
Capt. J. H. Auhck, U. S. K, in 184L 
Tho cloak 13 now the property of Capt. 
Aulick's grandson, Richmond Ogston 
Aulick, who deposited it in the Na- 
tional Museum. ■ The great vaJue of the 
cloak is duo to the long time required 
to secure the feathers that compose it 
and to manufacturo the cloak. 

The foundation is a net- work of 
olona, or native hemp, and to it are at- 
tached by fine thread of the same ma- 
terial the feathers of birds fouad only 
in the Ha ivaiian Island, and very rare 
there. Recent writers have declared 
that the bird is now extinct. The 
feathers are woven in so as to lap each 
other and lie flat, forming a smooth 
plush-like surface. The inner surface ia 
without lining and shows the olona net- 
work and the quill-ends of 
tho feathers. The cord of the 
upper margin is prolonged so as to serve 
as a fastening at the throat. The yellow 
feathers are obtained from the Oo or 
Uho, and, as stated, are of great value, 
as the bird is raro, very shy and diffi- 
cult to capture, and it has but a very 
small tuft of these feathers upon each 
shoulder. Tho black feathers are from 
the head and back of tho same bird- 
its general plumage being a glossy 
Waek. Tho Oo is caught alive by 
means of bird-lime; tho yellow feathors 
are then plucked and the bird released. 
The red feathers are from the body and 
neck of the Drepanis Coccinea, the most 
abundant bird of the Stndwich Islands. 
The Hawaiian Spectator, a newspaper 
published in 1839, refers to this, or a 
similar mantle, as follows: "Kaw- 
keauii has the mams or feather war- 
cloak ot his father, Te-Meha-Meha. It 
was not completed until his reign, hav- 
ing occupied eight preceedicg ones in 
its fabrication. A pieco of nankeen, 
valued at $1.50. was formerly the price 
ot five of tho yellow feathers. By this 
estimate, the value of the cloak would 
equal that of tho purest diamonds in 
several of the European regalia, and, 
including the price of the feathers, not 
less than a million dollar's worth of 
iahor was expended upon it at the pres- 
ent late of computing wages." 

Another authority states that two yel- 
low feathers only are obtained from each 
Oo, and these are found under the wings. 
When the much-prized feathers are 
plucked the bird is set at liberty. The 
price of the feathers, according to this 
authority, was $1.50 fof three, and the 
time occupied in makiag the cloak was 
estimated from fifty to one hundred 
years.

A (jniet Corner of Yucatan. 
There aTe no less than 300 peons an! 
workmen employed on a famous hemp 
hacienda in Yucatan, according to a 
Philadelphia Record correspondent, who 
says: 

Every servant we met saluted us with 
a cheery bucnos dias (good day), an* 
when we left all added to their regret- 
ful farewell and earnest "To God I 
commend you." Outside tho hacienda 
walls the hom.03 of the laborers oro 
scattered along the road, curiously el- 
liptical huts with stone walls and 
thatched roofs. At sunset when tho 
chapel bell sounded for oration or even- 
ing prayer, all tho peons i.nd workmen, 
male and female, gathered about with 
reverent laces. When it was finished 
they came in procession, one by one, 
and wished their masters and ourselves 
UieDOs noehes (good night). In every 
portion oE Yucatan this in tho universal 
custom, servants and children never 
failing to give this salutation of peace, 
as the last stroke of the vesper bell diea 
upon the air. Wo had intended to go 
out on that night, but yielded to ear- 
nest entreaties to remain — the more 
readily, perh pi, becauie every one of 
us was suffering horribly from garripot- 
as (wood-ticks), with which the whole 
peninsula abounds. They are tiny 
creatures, but produce an unbearaote 
itching, festering bodily in tho wounds 
they make. It is impossible to travel 
here without encountering them, and 
the only remedy is to keep one's self 
well saturated with petroleum, and to 
change one's clothos every time a tree 
ii passed. 

For dinner, in addition to the usual 
eggs, frejoles, and tortillas, we had 
turtle soup, roast pig, claret and honey. 
Let me tell you how that pig was 
cooked in the national way, derived 
from their forefathers— tho same man- 
ner in which Bernal Diisz says those ro- 
spectable people cooked mea and wom- 
en— -"by a sort of oven made ot heated 
stones, which are put under ground." 
A hole was dug in the courtyard, a 
largo fire kindled in it, and kept burn- 
ing until it was heated like an oven. 
Two clean stones weio placed in the 
bottom, the dressed pig placed upon 
them and covered with leaves and bush- 
es, packed down with stones so closely 
as barely to allow tho smoke to escipe. 
The result was a barbecue of finest 

flavor. ^ 

Shaved By a Bullet. 
General Stuart, aa usual, greatly ex- 
posed his owi person on horseback, by 
riding out of the wood into tho open 
field, and I left it my duty to say to 
im that, in my opinion he was not in 
his proper place as in a few minutes tha 
whole fire of tho enemy would bo con- 
centrated upon him.

Men are not only 
punished by the State laws under 
the present system, but have to lie 
in Pulton county jail for months 
and months, eat peasant! a little fat 
meat, just for selling a few pints of 
liquor while their families are left 
at home at the mercy of the world, 
often loosing their crop for the 
want of some one to work it. Many 
a poor child is needing the necessa- 
ries of life today whose father died 
in this much dreaded prison by 
some disease contracted there, when 
if liquor had been sold according 
to law, so much of this suffering 
would not exist, and the county 
would receive three or four bun 
dred dollars per year where it does 
not get a cent in the way of taxes, 
Some may claim that the dockets of 
our courts would be filled with 
cases against criminals. This is a 
mistake, when Dahlonega had bar 
rooms we had only one week's 
court and at the present time two 
weeks are consumed in transacting 
the business.
